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The GW Campus as a Work of Art 
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Left without external resources , the College [Columbian] 
would ultimately find its endowment in its location. Its capital 
would accumulate as the capital city came more fully to 
appreciate having a nearby educational institution unswervingly 
responsive to its needs. 

These words are from the book entitled From Strength to Strength: 
A Pictorial History of The George Washington University 
1821-1996 , and they probably understate the complexity of the 
long relationship between GW and its urban setting. The District 
of Columbia is, after all, a municipal entity that is more tightly 
planned and contained than any other American city. It often 
strikes observers as an enormous campus in its own right, whose 
radiating and intersecting avenues and boulevards set up a coun- 
terpoint with the individualism of many of its buildings. 



To start out with the original Columbian 
College building on College Hill, to reach 
the GW campus in Foggy Bottom, and 
to move on to an academic structure that 
includes Mount Vernon College and 
GW’s Virginia campus— this has inevitably 
subjected to compromise ideals of pattern 
and order, as the urban space of the 
University has been fitted into the urban 
space of the University’s home city. 

The process continues to the present 
moment. It gives GW an open-ended char- 
acter that contrasts its fixed points with its 
ultimately fluid boundaries. The difficult

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question to answer is whether the result 
qualifies as a work of art in the sense 
suggested by Thomas A. Gaines’s book The 
Campus as a Work of Art (Praeger, 1991). 
Do we possess an aesthetic language 
that can accommodate a school engaged 
in a two-century dance of sorts with the 
community that depends on it— and upon 
which it, in turn, depends? 

The paradox of GW is that the campus exists 
in a symbiotic tension within the city — 
with each entity exerting a pull on the other. 

As every potential student and faculty 
member knows before coming here, one 
of the most attractive features of GW is its 
position within the District of Columbia 
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Seating, Stuart Hall, 2013 G Street 


and the many roles to which that position 
has inevitably led. GW is, uniquely, a 
part of its city. The University is in the city, 
and it is of the city. 

On the one hand, GW prizes the easy 
back-and-forth between its classrooms 
and the rest of the District. From the 
departments and divisions of the federal 
government and a host of foreign embassies 
and international headquarters, guest- 
lecturers and consultants of all kinds flow 
onto the campus, while student-interns and 
faculty researchers flow out to Washington’s 
libraries, museums, government buildings, 
and other facilities. But there is a contrary 
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pull as well. Like other campuses, GW 
seeks to be a peaceful, scholarly haven for 
those who are associated with it. That, in 
turn, suggests a certain interruption to the 
flow that gives the campus an integrity and 
protectiveness of its own. 

Recent years have witnessed a series of 
steps intended to give the campus an 
integral visual identity and life. Pennants 
permanently mounted on our lampposts, 
busts of George Washington, new building 
markers, directional signage, and similar 
street furniture help see to it that tourists 
now know where they are when they find 
themselves on campus. Such features help 
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to set the campus off as a distinctive part 
of Foggy Bottom. Similarly, the glorious 
plantings on campus— the weeping 
cherries, the wisteria draped on the wall 
at Lisner Auditorium, the exuberant rose 
garden, the surprise of the blocks of bird 
houses— pull the GW campus together and 
add to its concept as a work of art. These 
have become central to the University 
community’s perception of its own identity, 
particularity, and even charm, as well as 
being central to visitors’ perceptions of 
the University. 

The streets of Washington, which once 
dominated and in many ways dissolved our 


campus, remain architecturally critical to 
GW. Not only do they permit important 
and not-so-important people to move 
through us and around us as they move to 
their non-GW destinations, but also they 
provide smooth access for the many visitors 
who help make GW what it is— the ambas- 
sadors, agency heads, and foreign visitors 
who come here to lecture, to consult, and 
to help us stay in touch with matters of 
national and international importance. 

The logic of our connections with the rest 
of the world favors a fully open campus 
even as the logic of our inner needs— inner 
in several senses of the word— favors a 
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stress-reducing escape from the often 
frantic mood that is synonymous with 
the District’s energy. 

Inner needs notwithstanding, GW has 
never accepted the idea of “campus” that 
has shaped so much American romanticism. 
Has anyone ever counted all of the American 
campus quadrangles and leafy bowers that 
have been based, ultimately, on European 
models? Ideals traceable to the paintings 
of Constable and the customs of the Middle 
Ages can be found, easily enough, on 
college and university campuses from the 
East Coast to the West Coast. But they 



would look out of place here in Foggy 
Bottom, so close to the White House, the 
Mall, and Capitol Hill. 

Instead, GW’s main campus can be said 
to contain within its fluid boundaries three 
different examples of a typical American 
campus— the university as a landscape 
or idealized park unto itself, the university 
as a self-contained urban or suburban 
“adjunct,” and the university as an integral 
part of its city, sharing streets and urban 
patternings with all Washingtonians. But a 
campus with so much breadth also risks the 
suspicion that it consists of a series of 


unplanned architectural accidents, dictated 
by forces beyond its control. And its 
painterly paradigm may be not Constable 
but Jackson Pollock— or even Mondrian! 

GW's campus as an "action painting": 

Is the result balanced? 

One of the key words that runs through 
books and articles on the aesthetic aspects 
of academic life is the word “planning.” 

The disposition of architectural space, it 
implies, is a dramatic and conscious act that 
permanently aligns certain features with 
certain other features. But GW’s experience 
tends to suggest otherwise. As we have 
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already seen, our campus favors metaphors 
of flow rather than those based on static 
disposition. And even when we focus on the 
rectangles shaped by its streets, we can 
see how they are interrupted and enlivened 
by bursts of color, of unexpected street 
life, and of human movement. 

Students and faculty move along our streets 
in patterns ultimately based on GW’s sched- 
ules of classes, office hours, and dining 
facilities. Our streets, like most of those in 
a busy urban setting, consist of straight 
lines. Across them and along them, how- 
ever, run rivers of pedestrian traffic that

dynamism. Between the geometry of our 
streets and the verticals of the buildings that 
line them on the one hand, and the uneven 
spontaneity of our human element on 
the other, there is a feeling of balance and 
reciprocity. It directly supports the sense of 
community and interrelated accomplish- 
ment for which every university strives. 

Though G Street or H Street cannot move 
an inch in the absence of huge machines and 
determined sledgehammers, the streaming 
pedestrian traffic creates all kinds of 
tidal backwaters and unexpected points

of rest. Here, three students are having 
an unexpected conversation while standing 
absolutely still. There, people who were 
headed for Gelman Library decide instead 
to have coffee at the Marvin Center. The 
current of pedestrian traffic adapts accord- 
ingly. The collective sense of movement 
plays off against the individual decision to 
do otherwise. 

But, of course, metaphors of flow can be 
pushed too far. The people who inhabit a 
university campus also need the kinds of 
fixed points that architecture has always 
sought to provide. At GW, fixed points of

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Media and Public Affairs Building 

The new media and public affairs building 
is expected to be open for occupancy by 
late in the year 2000. The six-story building 
with three cellars is 80 feet high at the 
parapet and was designed with a red brick 
facade on a limestone base. Constructed 
on a 26,000-square-foot lot in the heart of 
the GW campus at the corner of 21st and 
H Streets, the building will provide a closure 
piece to the north side of the University 
Yard across H Street. Two of the under- 
ground levels provide parking. 

Academically, the building will be the center 
for the media and public affairs program. 
Through the Columbian School of Arts and 
Sciences, media and public affairs offers 
programs of study in journalism, radio and 
television, and political communication. 


Related undergraduate and graduate pro- 
grams offered through other GW schools 
include public policy, telecommunications, 
political management, and public admin- 
istration. GW Television will house its 
administrative offices and a teleconferencing 
venue in the building, and the University’s 
gallery also will occupy exhibition, storage, 
and office space there. A 258-seat audito- 
rium, classrooms, and seminar rooms— as 
well as faculty and staff offices— will be 
located in the building, which was designed 
by KCF-SHG, Inc. 
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The Law School Addition Project 

The Law School addition project involves 
both new and existing space. Plans call for 
interior renovation and exterior restora- 
tion of a pair of townhouses, which are on 
the Historic Register, located at the corner 
of zoth and G Streets, NW. Design and 
construction of an infill addition between 
these townhouses and the existing Burns 
Law Library, as well as a small addition at 
the 4th and 5th floors and penthouse of 
Burns, also are planned. 

The new spaces will consist of student 
study rooms, faculty and administrative 
offices, conference rooms, and support 
areas. The total project square footage is 
approximately 25,000. 

The Law School addition project, designed 
by architects KressCox Associates, P.C., is 
scheduled for Summer zooi occupancy. 
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Health and Wellness Center 

GW broke ground in February 1999 for 
a new, 189,000-square-foot Health and 
Wellness Center on the GW campus. The 
new building, which will be used by GW 
students, faculty, and staff, will be located 
on the corner of 23rd and G Streets, NW. 
The seven-floor recreation and sports com- 
plex will include three floors of under- 
ground parking for 108 vehicles; it was 
designed by the architectural firm of Ayers 
Saint Gross. 

The building will feature two air-conditioned, 
two-court gyms marked for basketball, vol- 
leyball, and badminton play; a three-lane 
suspended jogging track with a synthetic 
“sports surface” for year-round use; six reg- 
ulation raquetball/squash courts with glass 
back-walls; a multi-purpose room for 
aerobics classes, wrestling, martial arts, and 
fencing; and a fitness center equipped with 
stair machines, stationary bicycles, and 
other aerobic and cardiovascular-health 
machines. The building also will have locker 
rooms and a juice bar. The Health and 
Wellness Center is scheduled to be ready 
for occupancy by November 2000. 
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Mount Vernon College 
Playing Fields Construction 

Enhancing the facilities for athletics at 
The George Washington University at 
Mount Vernon College will create renewed 
liveliness and competitive zest— as well as 
bringing a different kind of art form to a 
GW campus. Among planned construction 
projects are the following: 

An NCAA-regulation soccer field to 
replace the existing non-compliant field 
with state-of-the art natural turf surface 
and a scoreboard; 

A new NCAA-compliant women’s softball 
field with dugouts, fencing, and spectator 
area; 

A new intercollegiate area consisting of 
locker rooms/showers, meeting rooms, 
visiting coaches’ offices, and pre-game/ 
post-game interview areas; 

12 open-air tennis courts, with bubbles for 
winter play; 

Underground parking for approximately 
175 cars; 

A new health and wellness component 
consisting of weight rooms, aerobics 
studios, lockers and showers, offices, 
and snack bar; 


Modifications to the existing gym, which 
will be used for recreational and intra- 
mural activities, include a racquetball court, 
upgraded lighting, and offices; and 

Demolition of the existing student gather- 
ing area (the “Pub”) and relocation of 
a similar facility on campus in Ames Hall. 
The work requires significant infrastruc- 
ture amendments (utility relocations, 
telephone re-routing, stormwater modifi- 
cations), and road widening, with increased 
parking, security lighting, and landscape 
replacement. Clough Harbour & Associates, 
in association with Cannon, designed the 
Mount Vernon College project.

The George Washington University Hospital 


The George Washington University Hospital 
has, since July 1997, been jointly owned by 
the University and Universal Health Services, 
Inc., the nation’s third largest publicly 
held hospital management company. The 
replacement hospital shown here, designed 
by the architectural firm of HKS, Inc., will 
he located at Washington Circle. It will 
occupy the block bordered by 23rd Street, 
New Hampshire Avenue, and Eye Street, 
adjacent to the Foggy Bottom Metro sta- 
tion and just across 23rd Street from the 
current hospital. 

Featuring state-of-the-art medical and infor- 
mation technology, the hospital is scheduled 
to be home to mainly private rooms, an 
emergency services area nearly twice the size 
of that in the current hospital, and operat- 
ing room suites located adjacent to recovery 
areas, catheterization labs, and angiography 
suites. The hospital’s third floor will be dedi- 
cated to women’s health, including labor, 
delivery, recovery, and post-partum care, with 
nursery and neonatal intensive care facilities.

this kind are created by small artistic 
features, many captured by the photos in 
this report, that provide a sense of enduring 
stability even as their appearance responds 
to changing times of day that in turn pro- 
duce changing patterns of sun and shade. 
“That statue looks especially impressive 
today!” might be a typical observation. 
“Don’t those daffodils show up well against 
that stretch of granite?” might be another. 

GW, like so many other urban campuses— 
including those in Boston, New York, or 
Los Angeles— thrives on the combination of 
campus traffic and city traffic. Here the 


campus may experience a grand total of 
flow and movement. Much of it consists 
of people who only happen to be passing 
through, like a lawyer walking from 
an office on K Street to a concert at the 
Kennedy Center, or the government worker 
stopping at a campus street vendor to 
buy lunch. GW’s pedestrian traffic also has 
a directed feeling. Those involved in it are 
mostly people with some kind of business 
on campus, be it teaching, learning, or 
guest-lecturing. The streets whose cars keep 
us on the sidewalk are shaping elements, 
like the edges of the canvas on which 
Jackson Pollock was creating his unexpected 
and ultimately harmonious dazzle. Or these 


human movements can be compared to a 
Mondrian painting in which our tendency 
to follow the lines is interrupted by our 
tendency to track the colors. 

The sense off neighborhood surveillance. 
When Jane Jacobs published her classic 
work entitled The Death and Life of Great 
American Cities (Random House, 1961), 
the passages that received an unusual 
amount of notice were those that described 
residential life on New York City’s Hudson 
Street, where Jacobs lived. (She eventually 
moved to Toronto in her quest for the 
perfect urban location.) On Hudson Street, 
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she insisted, the cliched risks of urban life 
seemed to melt away. Even a child riding 
a tricycle along the sidewalk was being 
observed, unknowingly, by the neighbors 
looking out of windows along the street. 
Such patterns of eyes on the street added 
a human form of security to certain urban 
areas, Jacobs pointed out, and lifted the 
discussion of personal safety beyond issues 
having to do with a police presence. 

GW embodies at least some of her insights 
As we have created a growing number of 


facilities, in Gelman Library and else- 
where, that are open all night or late into 
the night, we also have seen to it that 
our campus is “alive” on a 24-hour basis. 
Basketball half-courts fill the niches 
between campus buildings; students walk 
just off campus to late-night eating spots 
or shopping venues. The result, inevitably, 
is to discourage crime. Not only do campus 
citizens benefit from this, but our Foggy 
Bottom neighbors, too, see the positive 
effect of the “patrol” of students, faculty, 
and staff walking through the streets.

In addition, our security personnel do, 
of course, make use of properly located 
video cameras, and they provide escorts 
for those moving across the campus late at 
night. And yes, we are always subjecting 
our established security measures to new 
levels of critical attention. But, by helping 
to ensure a steady and pervasive use of 
campus facilities, we have seen to it that 
the practices of our security personnel are 
seconded by the eyes of other members 
of the GW community.

Security considerations also interact with 
our plans for additional intracampus 
construction, including the Law School 
extension and the Wellness Center. Facilities 
like these, in addition to serving GW’s 
established needs, also will create nodes of 
activity that will help to make our campus 
an even safer place, while increasing the 
security of our neighborhood as well. 

The ultimate test: 

How does it feel to you personally? 

Campuses can be looked at in many ways, 
most of them based on the purely aesthetic

responses of the one-time visitor. But the 
most important test of a campus is how it 
affects the lives of the people who actually 
live there, or work there as commuters. 

For those who spend most of their lives 
within its boundaries, a campus must 
provide the usual basics— food, clothing, 
shelter— while adding the academic basics 
(books, Web connections, classrooms, and 
exhibition space) and while providing the 
most elusive quality of all: charm. 

“Charm” may seem like a totally abstract 
quality to the occasional or one-time visitor. 
For those who spend most of their working 
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lives on a campus, the presence or absence 
of charm is unmistakable. As they emerge 
from a campus building— whether it be a 
residence hall or a structure full of class- 
rooms and offices— they either feel good 
about the campus that unfolds before their 
eyes or they feel indifferent and even sad. 

Here, small details can make a great differ- 
ence. Touches of beauty or distinction, when 
they are folded into an individual lifestyle, 
typically play a sustaining role that accumu- 
lates over time, making a campus into a 
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place of pleasure as well as function and 
achievement. The ultimate test of a campus 

is, therefore, how one feels when leaving 

it, and when returning to it. Coming to and 
going from GW, one leaves with a touch of 
reluctance and returns with a touch of joy. 

For GW, the campus as a work of art faces 
yet one more challenge: the existence of the 
separate GW campuses at Mount Vernon 
College, in the District’s Foxhall neighbor- 
hood, and in Virginia. In no way do these 
important facilities share a visual unity 
with our Foggy Bottom campus. Rather,

they extend the sense that GW “stretches” 
to accommodate the entity usually referred 
to as Greater Washington. Those who travel 
back and forth between the main campus 
and its satellites may well have feelings 
of dialectical stimulation, as the differences 
in architecture and environment help to 
make the day more interesting. And, not 
seeking to box in the future generations 
that will be responsible for the University’s 
well-being, we can say the openness at 
the edges that characterizes today’s GW 
will enable future growth to take place 
on its own terms, rather than on terms 
mandated by us. 


As the metropolis of Washington becomes 
more and more the world’s focal point, 
we find the city marked by a round-the- 
clock relentlessness, punctuated by multiple 
camera crews and news anchors, motor- 
cades of visiting dignitaries with flag- 
waving limousines, concerts on the Mall 
around national holidays, and throngs 
of visitors climbing the steps of museums 
and memorials. In many, many instances, 
these people and vehicles traverse the 
city by crossing the streets and sidewalks 
that intersect with GW’s campus, providing 
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a rich urban aura for the eyes, ears, and 
minds of students, faculty, and staff who are 
in quest of sensory excitement. This world is 
not a serene pastoral landscape, but rather 
much more of a pulsating action painting. 
Complacent and static it is not, but rather 
quite comfortable in its energetic eclecticism. 

Earlier in this report, I alluded to Thomas 
A. Gaines’s book The Campus As a Work 
of Art. In it, Gaines defines a “good campus” 
as “a group of harmonious buildings 
related by various means (such as arches and 
landscaping) that create well-proportioned

and diverse urban spaces containing 
appropriate furnishings— benches, pools, 
fountains, gazebos, and walkways.” 
Though GW’s campus is not rich in gazebos 
and fountains, its long dialectic with the 
surrounding city has helped to create 
an ambience that conforms to the essence 
of Gaines’s definition. 

As Gaines and other observers have long 
noted, many of our nation’s college and 
university campuses have an artless or even 
a haphazard look: “This was put here 
because.. .well. I’m not really sure why it 
was put here.” In contrast, GW has, most 
observers would agree, a thought-through

look. Its parts are related to each other in 
ways that make sense, even as they provide 
untrammeled access to the very thought- 
through District of Columbia. Turn-of- 
the-century buildings happily coexist with 
modernist structures. GW’s oldest building, 
Woodhull House, dates from before the 
Civil War; most of the campus’s row houses 
were built between 1900 and 1920; and at 
least 10 important University facilities 
are designated historic, including Alumni 
House, Woodhull House, Stockton Hall, 
and Corcoran Hall. The University’s newest 
structures— New Hall (GW’s first newly 
constructed residence hall since 1937) and

and highly pleasing, these welcome addi- 
tions will enhance our environment for all 
who work, teach, and learn here. 

And, as we move across and through the 
campus, we can feel its combination of 
order and variety, structure and spon- 
taneity, stasis and movement, effort and 
contemplation. It looks like a campus 
to which considerable attention has been 
paid. GW gives the impression of an insti- 
tution that is thoroughly capable of applying 
intelligence and the sense of beauty to itself 
as well as to subjects of scholarly analysis. 


and built, it may be possible— within our 
children’s lifetimes, if not our own— to 
imagine such luxuries as the Law School 
housed in adjoining buildings, perhaps 
those surrounding the University Yard. We 
are already taking steps to house the Elliott 
School of International Affairs within good 
proximity to its natural government part- 
ner, the U.S. Department of State. We want 
no less for each of our academic schools. 

It will take time. But with the commitment 
and vision that have brought us this far, 
the great leaps of the future will take place 
within rather than against the grain of 
GW’s very pleasing, gently dynamic, and 
fully balanced campus. 


And what of our dreams for the campus’s 
future? One goal in particular is greater 
rationalization of the way we use our space. 

We have been working on it, but in many Stephen Joel Trachtenberg 

cases we have had to “make do” in all our President and 

years here in Foggy Bottom, putting people Professor of Public Administration 

and departments where they would fit 

rather than where they most needed to be. 

Now, however, as buildings are obtained 
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In whatever form scholarly 
endeavors take, they can 
be used by faculty to ignite 
a sense of excitement in 
the classroom. 


Excellence in the creation, dissemination, 
and application of knowledge is critical 
to fulfilling the mission of the University. 
It is through faculty scholarship that we 
provide a stimulating intellectual envi- 
ronment for our students, and extend 
beyond our campus boundaries to make 
a contribution to the larger society. 

Originality and expressiveness, thorough 
study, and deep inquiry all play a role in 
the broad range of scholarship pursued 
by our faculty. In whatever form schol- 
arly endeavors take, they can be used by 
faculty to ignite a sense of excitement in 
the classroom. Incorporating scholarly 
passion, discussing the creative process, 
illustrating how top-flight scholarship is 
achieved, and debating the methods of 
inquiry best used in research are examples 
of ways in which learning can be stimu- 
lated through the integration of scholar- 
ship in teaching. 


Due to the volume of scholarly projects 
in 1997-1998, the bibliography in this 
report reflects a limited selection of 
faculty works. Such selectivity does not 
diminish the impressive compilation that 
is indicative of the vibrant and produc- 
tive scholarly enterprise at GW.

As we look back on the past year, we see 
that 1997-1998 was another excellent year 
for the University’s development programs. 
Support of the Centuries Campaign exceeded 
our original expectations, and indeed, the 
Board of Trustees has since expanded its 
goal to $500 million. The evidence of this 
successful year can be seen in the lists of the 
University’s most substantial donors included 
in this report. 

But as we reflect on the year, what we 
remember most are the people and the 
stories behind the totals and the lists. The 
numbers can summarize the year, but they 
cannot portray it. Each gift received repre- 
sents an individual’s decision to make a gift, 
in turn reflecting that donor’s relationship 
with the University and a unique human 
drama. A few examples help to illustrate 
what really happened this year. They pro- 
vide snapshots of people and times, insights 
into history, and a better understanding of 
our University and the lives it touches. 

Barely surviving the Holocaust, Dr. Laszlo 
N. Tauber came to America to pursue the 
medical career for which he had been trained. 
Accepting a fellowship at The George 
Washington University Hospital, he met 
Dr. Hugo V. Rizzoli, who became his lifelong 
friend. Dr. Tauber went on to great success 
in medicine and in business, but he never 


forgot what Rizzoli’s friendship had meant to 
him. On the occasion of Rizzoli’s retirement 
from the GW faculty, Tauber pledged one 
million dollars to establish a chair in his 
honor. Reflecting upon his early experiences 
in America and his relationship with Rizzoli, 
Tauber wrote to President Trachtenberg, 

“In my desperate, hopeless situation, Hugo 
Rizzoli gave me back the firm conviction 
that people are basically good. That is what 
I received from Hugo Rizzoli. I will cherish 
this as long as I live.” 

Fifty years after Laszlo Tauber’s arrival in 
America, the world was shocked by the bru- 
tal murder of the Prime Minister of Israel, 
Yitzak Rabin. GW alumnus and trustee Abe 
Pollin was deeply affected by the sudden 
death of his friend Rabin and determined to 
create a living memorial to the fallen world 
leader in the capital of the United States. 
Pollin undertook the leadership to create the 
Yitzak Rabin Memorial Chair in the Elliott 
School of International Affairs. With a gen- 
erous gift from fellow GW alumnus Albert 
Abramson and support he solicited from 
other GW alumni and community friends, 
Pollin succeeded in raising more than 
two million dollars to endow the chair in

perpetuity as “a living memorial to the life 
of Yitzak Rabin as a soldier-statesman and a 
lasting symbol of his bold and unwavering 
commitment to peace.” 

Emilio Fernandez came to America from 
Cuba as a child with his family, seeking free- 
dom and opportunity. After receiving his 
graduate degree in engineering from GW, 
he founded Pulse Electronics and became a 
leader in technology for the railroad indus- 
try. Later selling Pulse and becoming Vice 
Chairman of Westinghouse Air Brake 
Company, Fernandez sought a way to express 
his gratitude to the country and the univer- 
sity that had made his success possible. His 
decision was to make a substantial gift to 
support construction of the gateway enclos- 
ing the western entrance to the Mid-Campus 
Quad. Rather than name the gate for him- 
self, Fernandez chose to name it “America’s 
Gate” and to dedicate it to “the dynamic 
cultural diversity of the United States of 
America.” On the plaque marking the gate, 
he reminds us that “Throughout its history. 
The George Washington University has wel- 
comed students from around the world. This 
legacy of opportunity is the hallmark of its 
contribution to the Nation.” 

There is a human story behind every one of 
the nearly 22,000 gifts the University receives 
each year. Some gifts are large in amount. 


others are smaller. Some memorialize great 
people and events of historic importance; 
others reflect a donor’s personal experience 
at the University and gratitude for what GW 
contributed to the richness of his or her own 
life. All of these gifts symbolize an individual’s 
impulse to give something back, to help 
others, and to make the future better. 

The George Washington University is the 
common thread that ties all of them, and all 
of that, together across generations. It is an 
institution built upon the best in people.lt is a 
monument to their finest instincts and noblest 
aspirations. We are grateful to all of those 
who are listed in this year’s Philanthropy 
Report and we are honored by their deci- 
sions to associate their names with ours.

Between 1850 and 1883, the United States measured distance not 
from the English Meridian in Greenwich but from the American 
Meridian in Washington , D.C. The government used this line to 
measure distances, survey the West, coordinate the nation’s clocks 
and record the start of new days. Despite what many D.C. resi- 
dents believe, this line was not located on 16th Street near 
Meridian Bark (that was the site of an earlier attempt to have an 
American Meridian) but on a line between 23rd and 24th Streets. 
The American Meridian cuts New Hall and Ross Hall in half.
